Republican landslide was 
clouded by charges that his fa­ 
ther had "bought” him the Sen­ 
ate seat. 
In Ins first statement following 
his election, Senator-elect Kennedy 
pledged a continued fight against 
Communism 
both 
at 
home 
and 
abroad. 
In 
addition, 
he 
praised 
President-elect Eisenhower’s deci­ 
sion 
to 
v isit 
Korea—a 
decision 
which during the campaign Ken­ 
nedy had faulted as a propaganda 
stunt In fact, he had said that Re­ 
publican 
promises 
to 
end 
the 
Korean War would inev itably lead 
to a Communist attack on Alaska 
and World War III. 
Now, Kennedy said he was "glad” 


Eisenhower was going to Korea 
because, after a first hand study , 
the new President could decide on 
"the desirability of using Chinese 
Nationalist 
troops” 
and 
perhaps 
ev en J apanese forces against the 
Communist forces. (In Paris, sev ­ 
eral weeks later, Kennedy urged 
the United States to lake “ the risk 
of 
sm u ttin g 
J apanese 
rearma 
menu” ) 
This was a period in which 
kennedy repeatedly and public­ 
ly sy mpathized with Eisenhower 
in the numerous problems the 
new President had inherited from 
the Truman Administration. More­ 
ov er, he took the line that the 
Eisenhower landslide was inev ­ 
itable what with the Democrats 
hav ing been in power for twenty 
y ears. 
“ Howev er 
partisan 
y ou 


a re,” hi* told a Baltimore Demo­ 
cratic dinner in March 19 53, "y ou 
cannot deny that it had to come 
to the Democrats.” 
Inv ited to address the* Kansas 
Democratic Club at Harry S. Tru­ 
man's inv itation, Kennedy couldn't 
find the liinc. "I hav e felt being 
new to the jot) that I should con­ 
fine my self completely to it,” he 
wrote lo Truman. Arid Truman re­ 
plied lie understood. But still, some 
people 
thought, 
a 
new 
Senator 
should not hav e been so peremp­ 
tory about rejecting an inv itation 
from a former President of the 
United Staters 
It was another of those little 
things which Harry Truman would 
not 
forget 
when 
J ack 
Kennedy 
ta m e calling for help iii obtaining 
Hie Presidential nomination. 


It was not all work for the tall, 
tanned, and handsome lawmaker 
— al thirty -fiv e, one of the y oung­ 
est elected to the august Senate. 
What with his numerous—though 
casual—da tes, 
the 
gossip-hungry 
society columnists were hav ing a 
field day speculating on the iden­ 
tity of the future Mrs. Kennedy . 
"Many women hav e ho|>efully con­ 
cluded that Kennedy needs looking 
after,” according to an article in 
the Saturday Ev ening 
Post. 
“ In 
their opinion, he is, as a y oung 
millionaire Senator, just about the 
most eligible bachelor in the Unit­ 
ed States — and the least justifiable 
one.” 
Howev er, 
the 
“ gay 
y oung 
bachelor” was already courting 
his future wife. Kennedy had first 
met J acqueline Lee Bouv ier at a 


Long Island wedding in 19 48. But 
things only got serious when they 
were inv ited to dinner at the 
home of ( ha des Bartlett, Wash­ 
ington correspondent for the ( hat* 
tanooga Times. This was in 1951 
and the courtship— what with J ack 
running for the Senate and all 
that—was, in J acqueline's words, 
“ v ery spasmodic.” 
The 
cameo-faced 
beauty 
was 
bom J uly 28, 19 29 , rn Long Island's 
Southampton Hospital — a fact duly 
noter! in New York’s society col­ 
umns. Her father J ohn Bouv ier III 
was a darkly handsome stockbroker 
who cut a dashing figure around 
New York 
and, 
because of 
his 
y ear-round suntan, was known v ar­ 
iously as "Black J a ck,” "The Black 
Orchid,” and "The Sheik ” 
The Bouv iers were rich, Catholic, 


socially impeccable, ami so Repub- 
liean that J acqueline Kennedy once 
confessed that all through her child­ 
hood 
she 
confused 
Franklin 
I). 
Roosev elt with the dev il. In 19 39 , 
the assured, secure pattern of the 
Bouv ier girls was shattered when 
their parents called them in to tell 
them, sadly , that they had decided 
to separate. 
The following y ear 
they were div orced. Two y ears la­ 
ter, J anet Bouv ier married Hugh 
I). Auchincioss a Washington brok­ 
er. "Black J a ck,” who died in 19 57 , 
nev er remarried 
fresh from his Senatorial v ic­ 
tory , kennedy resumed his court­ 
ship with v igor. For six months 
J ack campaigned tirelessly 
for 
J acqueline's hand, in and out of 
dinner parties, art (healers and 
mov ie houses, and at hunt break­ 


fasts up and down the East Coast. 
On September 12. 19 53, J ohn Fitz­ 
gerald Kennedy and J acqueline Lea 
Bouv ier were married by Boston s 
Cardinal (then Archbishop) Cushing 
in a picture-book ex trav aganza in 
Newport that, thanks to the society 
columnists in attendance, was well 
publicized a^> the Social Ev ent of 
The Year. There were sev en hun­ 
dred guests at the nuptial Mass, 
ranging from .Marion Dav ies to Al- 
fred G Wynne Vanderbilt, and nine 
hundred at the reception. All of 
Kennedy ’s colleagues in the SenaU 
had been inv ited.

Quite the contrary , in fact. Tonsils 
play a v ital role in the child’s de­

v eritable v accine factories, produc­ 
ing special cells which kill inv ading 
bacteria.

matic, built-in germ traps is obv ious. 


Why , then, are some parents so 
anx ious to hav e them remov ed? 
Medical surv ey s show that the two j 
major reasons for remov al of ton­ 
sils are size and frequent respira­ 
tory infections — colds and sore 
throats. 


As for size, it has been prov ed 
that large tonsils hav e no effect on 
the child’s health whatsoev er. Size 
is 
no more 
reason 
for 
remov ing 
healthy tonsils than it is for ampu­ 
tating healthy feet. 


(Only when tonsils are enlarged 
because they are ov erloaded with 
germs 
are 
they 
likely 
to 
lie 
a 
source of infection. Then, of course, 
they should be remov ed.) 


As 
for 
respiratory 
infections, 
it 
has been found that they are just 
as common 
in children after the 
remov al 
of 
tonsils 
as 
before. 
In 
fact. 
one 
ex tensiv e 
study 
of 
9 09 
children in England found that those 
who bael their tonsils remov ed actu­ 
ally had more colds than those who 
retained them. 
The popular belief that tonsil­ 
lectomy is a minor operation with 
no risk inv olv ed is also erroneous! 
Tonsillectomy is a serious opera­ 
tion and may prov e fatal. Sure the 
fatality risk is small, but ifs still 
a risk which—in many ca ses—may 
be unnecessary . 
Certainly 
there 
are 
instances 
where tonsillectomies are essential. 
The decision to operate, howev er, 
should be made hv the phy sician— 
not the parents—and then only after 
a thorough ex amination and an ex ­ 
tended period of observ ation. Par­

“ General and com plete disa rm a m ent” is still the ultim a te goal. 


But the idea of try ing to get a com prehensive trea ty spelling out in 
deta il every step of three-pha se “ G and CIV’ a s i f s ca lled, has been 


abandoned. 
The rea son is that such a treaty is im possible to attain in the 


present sta te of world tensions and I . S.-U.S.S.R. rela tions. 
The la st draft of the general disa rm a m ent trea ty so ca refully 


prepared bv the I nited Sta tes and subm itted to the I ,-nation Dis­ 


a rm a m ent Conference at G eneva will therefore rem a in tabled before 


that body for a long time to com e. 
In its pla ce it is hoped to a ccum ula te a scries of rela tively 


sim ple, tight, one-point a g reem ents. If enough of these nne-step-at-a- 


tim e a g reem ents can he m a de, they m ig ht add up lo a com prehensive 


G and CD trea ty . 
But that rn av be wa y in the future — nobody even g uesses when. 
This new approach to disa rm a m ent has been evolving gradually 


over the past y ea r. When the U.S. draft trea ty on disa rm a m ent was 


ta bled at G eneva last August, a draft testba n trea ty — including 


underground testing — w a s tabled with it. 
Then last winter the Russia ns picked up the idea of a test ban 


trea ts’ and subm itted it a s their plan. 
The end result wa s the Am erica n-British-Russla n ag reem ent on 


a lim ited test ban neg otia ted at M oscow by I ndersecreta ry of State 


A v erd i Harriman, now up for Sena te ra tifica tion. 
This a chievem ent put the clincher on the idea of try ing to get 


disa rm a m ent step by step instead of all in a hunrh. 
The Russians indica te they like this a pproach too. So wait and 


se e what com es of it. 
The subjects on which the R ussia ns ha ve ex pressed interest for 


lim ited a g reem ents include esta blishm ent of fix ed ba se inspection posts 


to check on prepa rations for surprise a tta ck, ex cha ng e of m ilitary 
m issions, a ban a g a inst underground nuclea r testing , cut-off of nuclear 


m a teria ls production for a tom ic wea pons, and fina lly a phase-out on 


the a rsena l of nuclea r wea pons. 
Sectrea rv of State Dean Rusk wa rns any specula tion about these 


la st severa l prospects could he proved wrong tomorrow. 
The diplom a tic steps by which these questions might be taken 


up can he outlined roughly for only a few months ahead. 
U.S. Am bassador Charles Stclle is try ing to find out what the 


Russia ns ha ve in mind on the proposed esta blishm ent of sta tic in- 


spection posts at the 17-nation disa rm a m ent talks in Geneva. A recess 


probably will not end before Novem ber. 
It is considered doubtful if the subject of an East-W est non­ 


a g g ression pact will be far enough along for the m eeting of NATO 


foreign and defense m inisters coming in D ecem ber. 
Chairman Khrushchev talked on this only in the m ost g enera l 


term s. The present feeling is that the m ore com plica ted a subject 


for neg otia tion, the less likelihood there is for an a g reem ent.
